John Jackson's Suicide 
Was Not a Matter of 
Sudden Impulse. 


Dr. Brackett Tells How He 
Studied Vafious Methods 
of Self-Destruction. 


Rumors of Financial Crashes to Follow His 
Death Indignantly Denied by the Pars 
ties Interested—Secretary Ghiselin States 
That the St. Louis Elevator Cannot Lose 
More Than $50,000 at the Utmost—Pres.- 
ident Tutt Says the Third National Bank 
Helds Jackson’s Paper for 6170, 000, 
But That the Bank is More Than Amply 
Secured—Brutal Wording of a Telegram 
Received on Change To-Day—Funeral 
ofthe Deceased at 8 p. m. From the 
Family Mansion. 

«J son's suicide 
atthe St.Louis 


Elevator on Friday 

night, was not the 

result of a sudden 

impulse.

This was ascer- 

tained to-day from 

Dr. Sam Brackett, 

a physician on 

Twenty-first and 

Olive streets, who 

had been treating 

Mr. Jackson for 

John Jackson. four weeks for a 

common and not dangerous malady, from 

which he was suffering. Mr. Jackson dis- 

cussed the question of suicide and the 

methods of accomplishing it, with Dr. Brackett 

on last Monday. The doctor, however did 

notfora moment suspect that the informa- 

tion Mr. Jackson asked he intended to use in 

taking his own life. Dr. Brackett was visited 

this morning by a Post-DISPATCH reporter 

and when told that the reporter had been in- 

formed could give some interesting 

information about Mr. Jackson’s death con- 

sented totell. The doctor’s story is given in 
his own words: 

It was about four weeks ago that Mr. Jack- 
son first came to my office to be treated. He 
came to see me three times,and his visits were 
made as early as 8 o’clock inthe morning. I 
noticed on the occasion of his first visit that 
he was very nervous, and I believe I remarked 
it to him. He came in I remember 
while I had another patient and 


asked me whether I couldn’t 
attend to him rightaway. Itold him to walk 
into a room adjoining my private office, and I 
would dismiss the patient I was attending to 
as soonas possible. He accounted for his 
nervousness on the grounds that he had not 
had much sleep for some time, being Hubled 
with insomnia. I gave him a po ,der of 
chloral and bromide of potash and told him if 
he took that he would sleep allright. The 
last time I saw Mr. Jackson was 
when he came in my offices about 8 
o’clock last Monday morning. His treuble 
had been by thattime almost entirely dissi- 
pated and ina few more treatments he would 
have been all right. When I had finished 
treating him I remarked: 

“You are almost well now, Mr. Jackson, 
and 1 think that ina few more visits 1 will 
have you entirely cured.’’ 

*-Yes,’’ he said, I feel all right now. In 
fact, I feel so well, doctor, that I do not think 
I need any more treatmept.’’ 

Not much more, certainly, I said.’’ 

‘‘Idon’tt ink Iwill come at ali any more, 
doctor. By the way, howdo we stand?’ he 
asked. I told him and he paid me. While the 
money transaction was going on between us 
he said suddenly, as if he had forgotten it and 
the remembrance of what he wished to ask 
had rushed in upon his mind: 

By the way, doctor, you had better give 
meanotber of those powders. The one you 
gees me had a good effect. I took it and slept 
well.“ 

I told himI would get him one, and while 
I was doing so I asked him about the nervous- 
ness he had complained of at his former 
visit. He said he still was affected that way.’’ 

**What you need, Mr. Jackson, I said, ‘is 
rest.’ 

Tes, he replied, I feel that if I only 
could sleep for a week 1 would be all right.“ 

**What you oughtto do,’’I said, is to jump 
right on a boat and getaway from the cares 
and troubles of business for awhile and you 
would find it would improve you wonder- 
fully.’”’ Tes, it might, but I can’t spare the 
time, you know,“ was the objection be made 
to accepting this advice. 1 handed 
him the powder. He took it 
and looking at it in his hand 
asked with a sort of asmile, ‘*This won't kill 
me, will it doctor?’” Oh, no,’’ Ianswered, 
laughingly. ‘‘Is there any drug which a man 
cou tay eh would cause death and at 
the same. me it would be supposed that the 
person who took it had died of apoplexy?’’ 
This was an inquiry which ought you may 
think to have excited my suspicions. But it 
did not. Most any drug can be detected,’’ 
I answered. 

It a person took chloroform not 
death due to that cause be mistaken for apo- 
plexy?’’ he asked. 

No; apoplexy is a rush of blood to the 
head ard the effect of chloroform is apparent 
on investigation.’’ 

It is strange, is it not,“ was his next re- 
mark, ‘‘how many painful methods people 
take to kill themselves. 

Tes, itis maruelovs, I replied. Take 
the French, for instance. One of their meth- 
ods is to close a room tightly and then turn on 
the gas. Taking ‘rough on rats’ is 
common and horrible may of ending life.’’ 

**I don’t understand“ he said, why per- 
sons should resort to such frightful means 
when there are many which are so easy’’ re- 
marked Mr. Jackson. 

„Woll, as far as am concerned I don’t 
want any such m of having my existence 
ended, was the ment I made. 

It is said that le who suicide are not 
in their right mind?’’ again continued Mr. 
Jackson. 

**Well it would certain! 
horrible methods some o 
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Dr. Brackett, it never one dawned on m 
mind that the old gentieomen was himself 
contemplating self-destruction. His inqulries 
though probably — in themselves, 
were not made in a sad _— manner, 
which would be calculated to betray his inten- 
tions. When he got up to go I accompanied 
him tothe door and again told him that I 
thonght he ought to take a rest, that it would 
do him a great deal of good. He made no re- 
ply, but bade me good-bye in the most pleas- 
ant manner. That was the last Isaw of him. 
Our rene ode thas never recurred to my mind 
until the t I heard of his suicide, and 
then I at onee recalled it, and the real reason 
for his inquiries was then, of course, appar- 
ent. I thought at the time it was somewhat 
strange that he should wish to discontinue his 
visits when he was nearly cured, and a few 
more treatments would have been all that was 
necessary to stop his trouble entirely, and I 
am convineed now that when he gave as his 
reason for not desiring to come any more 
that he thought he was cured and was feeling 
perfectly all right, and that he had then fully 
made up his mind to take his life, but had not 
settled upon the mode of self- destruction he 
would adopt. Not wishing, if possible, to 
have the public know that he bad died by his 
own hand, be inquired if there was not some 
drug which would cause death and at the 
same time. give the impression that 
death was due to a natural cause. 
When I told him that drugs could be detected 
in the stomach I spoke generally, of course, 
but he, I suppose, received the impression 
that there'was absolvtely no drug the presence 
of which could not be determined by analysis 
and abandoned the ideas of deluding his 
relatives, friends and the public into the be- 
lief that his death was due to a natura) cause. 
Giving up this hope his next idea was to as- 
certain the easiest method of ending lite 
and hence his inquiries of me about the vari- 
ous methods of terminating existence.’’ 


NEVER MENTIONED HANGING. 

It will be noticed that Mr. Jackson never 
once spoke of hanging as a mode of seltf- 
destruction. It is probable that he consid- 
ered that too painful to think about. His 
horror at the manner in which many destroyed 
themselves adds extra Sadness to his awful 
end. He wished to die as easily and pain- 
lessly as possible and shuddered in contem- 
plation of the horrible circumstances which 
surrounded the suſeide ot many. Yet his was a 

articularly shocking and most gloomy end- 
ng. In the night when others had lost sight 
of trouble in sleep which would not come to 
him he went down deserted streets to a de- 
serted and darkened office, and there, within 
hearing of the waters which he thought would 
bring death without much suffering, he died 
by slow strangulation. 

In the office in which his body was found 
hanging asmall bottle without a label and 
with nothin in it was discovered, It 
being evident that death was due 
to strangulation the Coroner made 
no post-mortem to ascertain if Mr. Jackson 
had swallowed the contents of the bottle. In 
view of the inquiries the deceased made of 
Dr. Brackett and of the further fact that he 
asked his porter, Louis Napoleon, for a quilt 
to cover him, it is probable. that Mr. Jackson 
did swallow the contents of the bottle, but, 
finding the process too mov, decided to 
quicken the end by hanging himself. 

This, however, is meré conjecture. The 
full history of what transpired in that desert- 
ed and darkened office cannot, of course, be 
ever positively known. 

a THE FEELING ON 'CHANGE. 

Businese opened on Obange this morning 
with prophecies of a panic in the air, and 
nervously jerked its way through the day 
without remarkable incidents. The 
suicide of John Jackson and the 
revelations that were ‘made concerning 
his connection with the May wheat deal, the 
connection of the St. Louis Elevator and other 
things are responsibie for the nervous feeling 
and the prophecies. The failure of fulfillment 
which was the fate of she predictions was due 
to their entire lack of base. Born in vivid 
imaginations, nurtured only by publication in 
a morning paper, the forecasts died of inan- 
ition on the edge of the pit. 

There were rumors afloat about the St. Louis 
Elevator Co., Jackson's debts to the Third 
National Bank, individuals and concerns. 
Most of the rumors were te. easily to 
suspicions based upon kate discovered 
Saturday of the relations certain men 
bore to Mr. Jackson, They were not in any 
case backed by positive statements and even 
the suspicions did not seem to be of a healthy 
growth. 

The wires were burdened between 3 
and St. Loris in the first hour ot the day wit 
inquiries voncernin what Jackson owed 
the Third Nationa Bank, and though 
they were replied to in nearly 
every instance that the bank 
was amply secured against loss in its relations 
with Mr. Jackson, yet rumors of embarass- 
ment arose. 

THOMAS E. TUTT, 

President of the Third National Bank, was 
seen on his way fromthe bank to the Chamber 
of Commerce at ll o’clock thi morning. He 
was told of the rumors, and said: 
„There is not a word of truth in the state- 
ment that the Third National Bank is embar- 
rassed.’’ He spoke very positively and was 
evidently annoyed at the repetition of a rumor 
de had probably heard of before in the course 
of the morning. 

„Mr. Jackson owed the bank a great deal of 
money, did he not?’’ 


es, I have said that he owed us money, 


ut we are amply secured.“ 

How much did the bank loan him?’’ 

One hundred and seventy thousand dol- 
lars? 

How are you secured?“ 

„By elevator receipts for wheat and corn in- 
dorsed to us by Mr. Jackson.’’ 

„Where is the grain?“ 

In the St. Louis elevator.’’ 

Do you know that the grain is there that 
the receipts represent?’’ 

“Yes, J went there to see for myself. I did 
not sbhov@l it out and measure it but I am 
satisfied that it is all there.’’ 

„And you knew that with wheat at 8 cents 
the bank is — secured?“ 

„Amply secured.“ 

Can you tell to what use Mr. Jackson put 
the $170,000 he borrowed?’’ 

No, I know nothing of that. When aman 
comes to me to borrow money I don’t ask him 
what he is going to to do with it. 

„Did he tell vou in the statement of his 
affairs he wrote before his death?’’ 

No, he made no reference it. 

„When did he borrow the money!“ 

„At different times. Some he got between 
three and four months ago. The rest more re- 
centre, 

Hod acently?’’ 

„Jean wally tell. No, not within a week. 
He did not get any money as late as that. 

ANOTHER SUICIDE. 

At 10:30 o’clock a brutally worded telegram 
telling of the suicide of Chas. F. Hatch of 
Minneapolis, was shown on Change. It came 
from Chicago like this: ‘‘Another bull gone. 
O. F. Hatch of Minneapolis killed himself this 
morning.’’ 

At about the same time Jacob Ewald re- 
ceived the following dispatch from Ohicago: 
„Col. Chas. F. Hatch, a prominent railroad 
man at Mingeapolis, shot himself in his of- 
fice at Mi apolis. He has been a promi- 
nent stock and grain operator and is supposed 
to have suffered heavily in Wheat. 

Mr. Hatch was not known in the May deal 
here and was only anameto the major por- 
tion ofthe brokers on Change. His death 
had no effect on the market whatever. 


THE ELEVATOR COMPANY'S LOSSES. 

As to the St. Louis Elevator Co.’s losses 
there was some speculatlion. Every one 
agreed that the company stood to lose a good 
round sum. There are over 250,000 bushels of 
wheat in the elevator, and the owner- 
ship of all of it is credited in 
these discussious to the elevator company. 
It was bought from $1.10 to $i, and is now 
worth 80 to 8 cents, a loss of over forty 
thousand dollars. This estimate was re- 
peated by several brokers and seemed to be 
generally accepted as about the right figure, 
though there was talkofa much greater loss. 

HORACE GHISELIN, 
Secretary of the St. Louis Elevator Co., was 
on "Change this forenoon for a short time. 
While there he called up a Post-DisratoH 
reporter and said to him: , 

1 might as well tell you thatthe 8t. Louis 
Elevator will lose some money, but: the loss 
can’t possibly over 000 and it 
may turn out to be not over halt that. Every- 
thing will come out all right and no one 
lose anything of co nence.’’ 

It that isso, why did Mr. Jackson commit 
suicide?’’ he was ed. 

„Pride, replied Mr. Ghiselin. ‘‘There 
was no reason for Mr. Jackson's suicide ex- 
cept pride. The loss of money to the elevator 
was not sufficient to drive bim to such an 
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Louis Elevator Co. will not lose over $50,000, 
and I know it.’’ 
JOHN B. LYONS IN TOWN. 

It was known on the floor this morning that 
John B. Lyons of Chicago was here yesterday, 
Mr. Lyons is known to belong May,and the 
natural supposition was his visit had some- 
thing to do with the deal.

He did not come down on business 
and his visit here has no significance what- 
ever. 

A FLAT FAILURE. 

The attempt of a morning paper to increase 
the excitement of the market caused by Mr. 
Jackson’s death in predictions of a wild panic 
this morning was generously condemned by 
traders on Change. The expletives were 
fiery and ay indorsed by all hearers. 

Instead of there being a panic the market 
was quite firm. Wheat closed at 8c Saturday 
night and opened the same figure this morn- 
ing. It sold up to 86 and closed at 86. 

In regard to a statement in the same sheet 
that Mr. Jackson had been sold out by his 
friends in the wheat deal 

br J. B. M. KEHLOR SAID: 

The article in the Globe- Democrat this morn- 
ing is a most outrageous lie. It’s an attempt 
to get up a sensation based upon no facts 
whatever. Ihave had no trades in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Jackson for over 25,000 bushels 
for over a year, and I was not interested with 
him in May wheat at all. The fact is Mr. 
Jackson had May wheat bought and he bought 
more than he could take care of. No, 
he did not buy May wheat in Chicago 
but here in St. Louls. Yousaw Mr. Ghiselin? 
Well, his statement is right. The elevator 
can’t have more than $50,000. Idid think the 
loss would lose been more than that, but our 
investigation proves that it will not 
go above $50,000. Mr. Jackson's sul 
cide was due te his extreme sensitiveness 
and his pride. He had lost money and he 
thought the elevator had lost more money 
than it actually had, and that this would be 
blamed to him as manager. The story that I 
or any of his friends drove him to kill himself 
is utterly false. Why, look at the letter he 
wrote me. Did it not show his friendly feel- 
ing toward me?’’ 

GEORGE W. UPDIKE 
could not be seen. It was said he had made 
up his mind nottotalk about the matter at 
alland would refuse to discuss any and all 
etories that might arise out of the death of 
Mr. Jackson. 

There was talk on Change of a reorganiza- 
tion ofthe St. Louis Elevator directory by 
the retirement ofthe gentiemen now in con- 
trol, but the present directors would not talk 
2 this and their brokers sald it could not be 

one. 

This morning President Cox of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange appointed as a committee 
to draft suitable resolutions on the death of 
John Jackson, J. R. Lionberger, Leonard 
Matthews and S. W. Cobb. 

THE FUNERAL 

of Mr. Jackson occurred this afternoon, the 
services being conaucted at his late rasi- 
dence, 2103 Park avenue. Dr. Marquis of 
Chicago, formerly pastor of the Lafavette 
Park Presbyterian Church in this city and a 
warm friend of Mr. Jackson’s, came 
down especially to olliciate. He 
preached the funeral sermon. There were a 
great many friends of the deceased present. 
The interment was private, and in Beilefon- 
taine Cemetery. The pall bearers were all 
personal friends and business associates of 
the deceased. 

0 „ Doling of Springfield, Mo., an old 
friend of Mr. Jackson’s, was in the city to-day 
to attend the funeral. 


Charles F. Hatch’s Suicide. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 15.—Charles F. 
Hatch, President of the Wisconsin, Minnesota 
& Pacific Rallway, committed suicide this 
morning in his office by shooting himself in 
the mouth with a revolver. The suicide is 
well nigh inexplicg@ble, as Mr. Hatch’s busi- 
ness and domesti relations were of the 
happiest. He was an even -tempered, contented 
man, and his friends are ata loss to explain 
the deed. It is hinted that he had been specu- 
lating in wheat and had lost heavily, and that 
this caused a sudden despondency. His

HE IS COM:iNG BACK, 


Larry McDonald Will Answer for the Death 
of John Schneider. 


On the morning of April 7 John Schneider 
was drowned in the Mississippi River about 
seven miles south of St. Louis. As published 
in the Post-DisPpaTcH of Monday, April 8, 
Larry McDonald, a roustabout laborer at that 
time employed at a pile-driver in the vicinity, 


was accused of the murder and a warrant was 
sworn out for his arrest. Yesterday afternoon 
adispatch was received at the Four Courts 
from Kansas City, by Chief Huebler, which 
was as follows: 1 have Larry McDonald, 
wanted in your city fur murder. Send for 
him.’’ Signed by Tnomas M. Speers, Chief 
of Police. Chief Huebler at once notified the 
officers of Monroe County, Illinois, and the 
Sheriff of that county was dispatched to bring 
McDonald back. The case is one of murder. 
On the date above mentioned Schneider was 
seated in askiff at the wharf waiting to go out 
to the Government boat, when .MeDonald 
came along ana became insulting and 
abusive, knocking off tLe hat of 
Schneider’s companion, Schottes. Schneider 
remonstrated with McDonald andthe latter’s 
actions became so threatening that Schneider 
picked up an oar to defend himself. McDon- 
ald kicked him, and as be lay in the bottom of 
the boat jumped upon him from the wharf. 
The skiff was overturned by the shock and 
both men were thrown into the 
water. McDonald was a good 
swimmer and he easily reached 
the bank, but Schneider was carried under the 
pile-driver and drowned. McDonald imme- 
diately disappeared. He was seen in East St. 
Louis a few days ago, but eluded arrest. For 
afew days it was undecided whether the case 
came under the jurisciction ot III 
inois or Missouri officials, but wit- 
nesses swore that Schneider was drowned 
on the Illinois shore and the Monroe 
County courts will try McDonald for the 
crime. Heclaimsthat he wanted to go out 
to the Government boat with Schneider and 
stepped into the skiff for that purpose, acci- 
dentally overturning itin the act. He bearsa 
hard reputation, hovever, while Schneider 
was always considered a very peaceable man.

When arrested he broke down and 
confessed. He sald he began his evil course 
about two years ago by billing first-class goods 
at the price of third-class goods and dividin 
the difference with principal customers, 4 
regretted the work shortly after bo- 
ginning it and determined to quietly 
make restitution, but he was nos 
permitted to carry this good resolution into 
effect. Customers who were profiting by his 
thefts insisted, he says, on his continuance of 
the scheme. Schroeder says he was forced by 
threats of exposure to ship skinsto them 
sometimes for nothing and sometimes 
for one-third their market value.

A CLOSE CALL, 


Several Prominent New Yorkers Narrowly 
Escape Death by Fire. 


Fr Telerravh to the Post-Disraton. 

New Tonk, April 15.—The neighborhood of 
the Union Club was disturbed shortly after 1 
o’clock this morning by the clatter of fire en- 
gines and hook and ladder trucks, and the 
word was quickly passed around that No. 28 
West Twenty-first street,in which are tne 
bachelor quarters of James Gordon Bennett, 
Herman Oelrichs and other well-known club 
men, was on fire. There was no sign of flames, 
but a thick smoke poureed forth when the 
doors were opened, and there was some 


anxiety felt forthe safety of the occupants of 
the house, which, however, was speedily dis- 
pelled by the appearance of the gentiemen 
themselves, coughing, rubbing their eyes 
and nearly suffocated, but uninjured. Mr. 
Oelrichs occupies the first or parior floor, and 
above him are the rooms of Travis Van Buren 
and Mr. Pollock. Allthree of the gentlemen 
were in bed and asleep when the fire 
broke out and were not awakened until 
the firemen arrived on the scene. Then their 
rooms were so filled with smoke that breath- 
ing Was a matter of difficulty, and had their 
awakening been delayed serious if not fatal 
consequences must have ensued. The fresh 
alr speedily revived them, and as the fire it- 
self was a trivial affair they soon returned to 
their rooms, where with several be- 
lated friends they discussed the sensa- 
tions of semi-suffocation and unanimously 
voted them not of a sort to make a repe- 
tition desirable. Investigation showed that 
the fire started in a sideboard in the base- 
ment, presumably from a mouse’s attentions 
to a box of matches, and the fames were con- 
fined to that part of the building. Save by 
the smoke the upper floors, which are very 
handsomely fitted up and decorated, are un- 
injured. he building is the property of 
James Gordon Bennett, and when in 
the city he always occupies the lower portion 
bimself. The fire was discovered and the 
alarm given by a passing policeman who saw 
smoke pouring from the crevices about the 
windows. But after this timely discovery the 
flames might have gained such headway as to 
have made the saving of the building a work 
of great difficulty.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., April 15.—The House 
met at 9 o’clock and began work in earnest. 
The following bills were read for the third 
time and passed: * 

The substitute for House bills 2,4 and others, 
entitled ‘‘an act forthe punishment of pools, 
trusts and conspiracies, etc.’’ Phe bill pro- 
vides that any person, company or corpora- 
tion that forms a pool or trust shall be notified 
by the Secretary of State to sever their pool 
or combination, and if sald combination is 
not severed within one month thereafter 
the charter of said trust or conipany shall at 
once be revoked. Italso makes itthe duty 
of the prosecuting attorney of the county in 
which the said combination’s general office is 
located, or the Attorney-General, to prose- 
cute all such violators of the act and shall re- 
ceive therefor, in addition to his salary, one- 
fifth of the fine so imposed upon the convicted 
party or parties. . 

The substitute for House bill No. 3 and oth- 
ers, to prohibit fictitious and gambling trans- 
actions in agricultural produetions, other 
commodities, stocks and bonds.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


4n Important Decision by the Supreme 
Court—The President’s Trip. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 15.—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day decided the 
application of Gon-Shay-Ee for a writ of 
habeas corpus. Gon-Shay-Ee, an Apache 
Indian, was convicted of the murder of 
another Indian in Arizona and sentenced 
to be hanged. He was tried by the 


District Court of the United States for the Sec- 
ond Judicial Distriet of Arizona. It is con- 
tended in bis behalf thatthe offense commit- 
ted was against the laws of the Territory and 


should have been tried under 
those laws and y a court 
sitting to administer justice @ under 


them and not by a United States Court trying 
the case under the laws of the United States. 
The Court holds that the case would properly 
have been tried in the United States Court 

rior to the passage of the act of March 8, 
885, but that by the terms of that act@ offenses 
committed in the Territories by one Indian 
against another should be tried under the 
Territorial laws. The mdde of the trial, 
the Court says, was so much at variance 
with a trial under Territorial lews as to entitle 
Gon-Shay-Ee to the writ prayed for. He was 
arrested by a United States Marshal instead 


of by the County Sheriff, and was indicted. 


and tried by the United States grand and 
petit juries instead of by juries of the county 
in which the offense wascommitted. He was, 
says the Court, entitled to trial in the vicinity 
where the murder was committed, but Instead 
was subjected to a change of venue.The attor- 
ney was requested to see that he be released 
under the ruling of the court, The same order 
was made in the case of Capt. Jack, an Indian 
whose case is substantially the same as that 
just described, anu who was sentenced to 
thirty years imprisonment in the Ohio Peni- 
tentiary.

ACCIDENT AT THE GAS WORKS. 


Three Men Caught Under the Lid of a Con- 
denser—One Fatally Injared. 


An accident, by which three men were in- 
jured, one probably fatally, occurred 
this morning at the St. Louis Gas 
Co.’sJworks on Second and Convent streets. 
About 10 o’clock Arthur Finnegan, 
the foreman at the works, and 
Morgan Boland, James Largue and 
Patrick Floyd were engaged in  clean- 
ing the top of a condenser when the pulley on 
which it was suspended slipped, and the lid 
struck the three workmen in its fall. Floyd 
was pinned down by the weight andit was 
with some difficulty that ne was 
extricated. He was bleeding badly from a 
wound in his head and was in an insensibie 
condition. Largue had one of his hands 
mashed and his ankle sprained. Boland es- 
caped with a slightly hurt hip. 

The lid of the condenser was suspended a 
distance of probably four or five feet 
to permit of its being cleaned 
underneath and the men were 
engaged in that work when the zene rope of 
the pulley was jerked and the lid fell in an in- 


stant. Floyd, who was working farther un- 
derneath than nis associates at the 
time, was crushed, and it was 


feared for a time that he had been killed. 
He was extricated as quickly as possible and 
he and Largue conveyed totheir homes after 
a physician in the neighborhood had exam- 
ined their injuries. Largue resides at 
1314 South Third street and Floyd 
liveson Cass avenue near Twenty-seventh 
street. Boland, although his injury causes 
him to limp, id notgohome. Under the in- 
structions of the Gas Co. Dr. McCandles visited 
the men shortly after they had been 
taken home, dressed their wounds and will 
attend to them until their recovery. Floyd 
had a hole in the back of bis head into 
which a finger could be inserted 
and his condition is thought to be precarious.

A COLLEGIAN’S DAY. 


What a Harvard Student Does With 
His Time. 


From the Buffalo Express. 

Counting undergraduates and special stu- 
dents together, there are 1,140 young men be- 
tween the ages of seventeen and twenty-four 
now residing at Haryard College. The writer 
enjoyed an interview with one of the Buffalo 
boys, who was at home for a brief recess, a 
short time ago. Lou will understand, he 
said,‘‘that I am neither a ‘grind’ nor a loafer, 


| but an average student, and the vast majority 
of them live just about as 1 do. A picture of 
my college day is about as follows: I turn out 
anywhere between 7:30 andes in the morning, 
and go over to Memorial to breakfast at 8 or 
8:30—sometimes earlier than that, so as to go 
to chapel. Prayers come at 8:45, and are well 
attended, though we don’t have to go unless 
we choose. After this, recitations and lec- 
tures take up nearly the whole forenoon, and 
I have one in the afternoon three times a 
week. On four days of the week I have three 
recitations, on the others two. Other men 
have them differently, according to the elec- 
tives they take. My studies are over for the 
day at 8 p. m., and they occupy,all told, about 
seven hours a day. 

I'm interested in athletics, and my after - 
noon from to 5:30 is spent in the gymnasium, 
or in out-door athletics in the seasun for 
them. Part of our training, n suitable 
weather, consists of a run of two miles, to 
Porter’s Station and back. The gymnasium 
is always crowded, and you get pretty well 
heated up by your exercise, whatever it is. 
Then, after a cold shower bath anda brisk 
rubbing, you feel like a king, and don’t you 
— sleep nights, though! I And that my ath- 
etic training helps 25 studies greatly. Din- 
ner comes at 6, and I generally study even- 
ings, though not always. I’ve been to the 
theater some eight or nine times this term, 
but I don’t like to go to Boston much. It 
takes too long, and you have to be up late, 
which won’t do when you are In training. 

Many people have the idea that you can 
let your studiés go and loaf, or worse, until 
twoorthree weeks before the examinations, 
and then cram up. This is utter nonsense. 
It is simply impossible to keep up with your 
class in this way, uniess, indeed, you can 
spend $100 or $150 for private tutors, and even 

en you wouldn’t be safe. As for cucting 
recitations, if you made a 9 of doing it 
oftener than twice a week you'd bo investi- 
gated, sure as fate—and that is not at all 
pleasant. 

„„On Sundays Igo to church somewhere— 
sometimes in Boston to hear Phillips Brooks 
sometimes elsewhere. There are usually 
or 500 at morning prayers, and more than that 
at the Sunday evening service, though you 
don’t have to go to either unless you want 
to.

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SUPPRESSED VOTES 

THE alleged suppression of colored 
Republican votes in the South is the act 
of law-breakers, not of the people or law- 
making power of any Southern State. 
But the suppression of Democratic votes 
by which Republican minorities control 
the Legislature of New York and the 
State Governments of Connecticut and 
Rhode Island is by the operation of laws 
deliberately enacted for the .purpose.

Just how decently Mr. Wanamaker remun- 
erates his labor in this country was shown in 
the WORLD of last Sunday, Mm one of the 
Philadelphia establishments which manufact- 
ure clothing for this professed philanthropist 
the force is entirely European, 
and few of the operatives receive 
an average of $4.50 a week. In an- 
other manufactory a middleman who had 
barely made expenses at 60 cents a pair for 
trousers was notified that no more than 40 
cents would be paid in future. Wanamaker 
has the contract for supplying the uniforms 
for the employes of the Penaosylvania Rail- 
road, and he pays only $2.70 for making an en- 
tire suit. The ‘‘white slaves’’ at Berlin can 
hardly be less decently remunerated than 
this. 

Ana it is for this sort of ‘‘protection to 
American labor’’ that the people of this coun- 
try pay a duty of from 54 to 67 per cent on their 
clothing!

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A BROKER'S EX. 


His Client’s Liability Tested in Court—The 
Plumbers’ Blacklist. 


The case of Ewing Hill against W. V. 
Johnson was on trial in Judge Dillon’s room 
this morning. Its result will be interesting to 
brokers and to those who deal in futures. In 
1881 and ’82 Johnson speculated in cotton and 
Hill was his broker. Their transactions 
amounted to several thousands of dollars, 
and when they closed Johnson owed Hill 


$2,205 which has never been paid. Hill sued 
as on an account and Johnson sets up for his 
defense that the transactions were made 
on a‘‘wagering contract, that there 
was never an intention to deliver the 
cotton pretended to be bought, but 
that their contracts were simply wagers 
and were therefore Illegal and immoral. He 
also pleads the statute of limitation. Ifthe 
ury finds for Johnson, unless Hili’s claim is 
arred by the statute, it will be a pretty 
black eye tor brokers. In several States §the 
courts bave held thata broker who made op- 
tion deals for a customer could not collect the 
money owed him by the customer on the deal 
and the result has been of great inconven- 
ience to both customers and brokers, because 
the brokers to protect themselves§ have been 
required to demand security on alli trades and 
the customers have had to furnish it. 

The damage suit of Mary B. Angell against 
Timothy Cavanagh was on its second hear- 
ing in Judge Klein’s room this morning. 
Cavanagh was filling a quarry on Garrison 
avenue and Magazine street, and there was a 
large dump where dirt had been thrown in. 
The plaintiff, a littie girl, was playing on the 
dump on the 2d of June, 1888, and she fell and 
rolled down the dump. she was badly in- 
jured and scarred. She brought suit, by next 
friend, for $2,500 damages, alleging that the 
defendant had been negligent in not fencing 
in the dump. The defendant claimed that 
the dump was watched all day when the men 
were at work and the fence putup at night, 
but the children of the —ů— were in 
the habit of playing on the dump and they took 
down the fence at night after the workmen 
had gone. The case was tried sometime ago 
but the jury failed to agree. 

Judge Fisber granted a rew trial in the case 
of John Lally against Thomas Cantwell. The 
sult was for damages for blacklisting Lally, 


who was a plumber's apprentive in the employ 
of Cantwell. He left before his time was up, 
and in accordance with the rules of the 
Pinmbers’ Association the plumbers were no- 
tified of Lally’s leaving and none of the mem- 
bers of the association would give him work. 
The piumbers, for whom he was then work- 
ing, discharged him upon receiving the notice 
aud Lally brought suit. The verdict of the 
jury was for Cantwell, but Judge Fisher says 
that on reconsidering the instructions he is 
convinced that they put Lally tothe jury on 
narrower grounds than he should have been 
reguired to stand on. 

Judge Fisher granted a new trial in the case 
of Henry B. Berger against the Missouri 
(Olive street) Railway Co. Berger’s huckster 
wagon was knocked over by a cable car and 
his vegetables spilt over the street. He was 
injured and he brought suit for damages 
for personal injuries, damages to 
his wagon and the loss of his goods. He was 
given a verdict for $200, but Judge Fisher says 
— given for him were too lib- 
eral. 

Thomas Howard and John A. Scudder filed 
aninjunction suit against John H. Pohiman 
and Narcisse Payne. The petition states 
thatin March, 1887, the plaintiffs obtained 
judgment against Narcisse J. Payne, admin- 
istratrix of Thomas J. Payne, for $8,764.95, but 
Narcisse J. Payne is insolvent. Pohlman now 
has $1,021.20 which he is about to pay 
over to herandthe plaintiffs ask that he be 
restrained and ordered to pay the money on 
account of that judgment. 

The jury gave a verdict in favor of the de- 
fendantin the case of Carl Heitzman against 
Michael Lees, Heitzman was a laborer and was 
injured by the falling of a lime box froma 
wagon. e brought suit against Lees, the 
contractor, for damages for personal injuries, 
but it did not appear that Lees was to blame. 

Judgment waswiven for the plaintiff for 
$794.80 in the case of Samuel Beswick against 
the Standard Hosiery Co. The sult was on 
notes. 

Nettie Henry was granted letters of admin- 
istration on the estate of Peter Henry. 

Letters testamentary were granted Herman 
J. Krembs on the estate of Klemene

Collector Ziegenhein and Register Wherry

— sented their bonds, 
These are Mr. John J. O’Brien, President of 
the Board of Assessors, and Mr. Henry Zie- 
genhein, Collector-elect. The other officers 
will forward the list of their sure- 
ties to the Mavor before the opening of 
the session to-morrow night. Each municipal 
bond is accompanied by a statement of the 
assessor showing the assessments levied 
against each of the securities. If the council 
decides to referthe bondsto a special com- 
mittee for further investigation and report 
the Collector, Comptroller, Auditor, Treasurer 
and Register wilynot be able to enter on the 
discharge of their duties before the first of the 
coming week. Collector Ziegenhein intends 
to take charge of his new office before the 
close of the present week if his sureties are 
accepted. He will bring in a new force 
of assistants with him. It Is reportd that 


Pohiman is very active in his endeavors 
to persuade the new Collector to make nearly 
a clean sweepin the office. Collector Sexton 
retained several Republicans who were very 
eflicient in their respective appartments, bu 
these are men who have not pulled with Pohl. 
man and according to report they must 
go. A number of prominent 
publicans who have considerable 

ness with the Collector's office recently 
waited on Mr. Zlegenhein with a request that 
he retain one ortwo of the present force of 
deputies, but that the Collector-elect refused 
to promise the favor. 

City Register-elect Joseph Wherry has in- 
timated to Register Tracy’s force of deputies 
that their resignations will be acceptable on 
his entrance to the office. He is apparently 
confident that he will be able to run the office 
without any assistance from the old officers. 

City Marshal Neiser stands behind a legal 
complication and u contest intended to keep 
Emile Thomas out of the office. There is no 
provision for the second election of Marshal, 
should the allegations made by Neiser 
against Thomas’ qualifications be considered 
as well founded and effective by the court. 
In this event according to the construction of 
the law relating tothe marsbal’s office the 
present incumbent will continue to fll the 
office till within six months of the next 
election. Should Thomas be decided dis- 
qualified to take the office the incumbent 
continues. Aspecial election to remedy the 
matter is not provided for. 

In the Comptrolier’s office the business is 
alluptodate. The fiscal year expired eight 
days ago,and no new funds can be drawn 
against until the new Municipal Assembly 
makes an —— Judge Campbell re- 
turns to the Comptrviler’s office after apurt to 
assist oy Comptroller Gabel in the prepa- 
tion of the report of the business of the last 
fiscal youn. 

Auditor Smithand Treasurer Espenschied 
are ready to turn over their offices to their 
successors as soon as they qualify. 

In the House of Delegates the Democrats are 
patiently awaiting the decision of the Repub- 
lican Speaker, who is now at work selecting 
his committees. Ordinarily very little im- 
portance is attached to the selec- 
tion of the Committee on Elections, 
but as this committee will have to pass upon 
the case of Delegate James Eagan of the Seven- 
teenth Ward the Speaker is finding something 
more than the usual trouble in naming this 
committee. On the first meeting of the new 
House a Committee on Credentials, alleging 
that — bad not resided continuously in 
the ward for a year prior to his election, 
attempted to unseat him notwithstanding 
the fact that he held the Recorder's certif- 
icate. This matter will go before the Com- 
mittee on Elections as soon as it is appointed, 
and an effort will be made to obtain a strong 
report recommending the unseating of Dele- 
gate Lehman. This will necessitate a new 
election in the ward.

Previous to 
the departure of the commissioners for New 
York several conferences with Secretary 
Blaine were held at the State Department, but 
the final instructions were the subject of pro- 
tracted and exhaustive discussion at the Oab- 
inet meeting on Friday. After an agreement 
was reached they were redraited and intrust- 
ed to a special messenger for delivery. 
These instructions will be guarded 
with great care dy the Commis- 
sioners to prevent their publication, but your 
correspondent has secured an accurate ab- 
- stractshowing the powers and limitations pre- 
soribed for the guidance of the gentlemen who 
are to represent the United States in the com- 
ing conference. 
BAYARD'’S POLICY ADHERED TO. 

It is a striking and noteworthy fact that in 
drawing the instructions to the Oommission- 
ere the ideas and general policy of Secretary 
Bayard have been closely adhered to by Sec- 
retary Blaine. Indeed, there is not an 
item of consequence embraced in the Instruc- 
tions which has not been emphasized 
Dy Mr. Bayara in the course of his 
several statements of the position of the 
United States in the Samoan controversy. 
The Commissioners are instructed to insist 
upon the absolute autonomy of the native 
Governmentinthe Samoan Islands. This is 
the most important point to be considered and 
its observance is made asine qua non of any 
agreement to be arrived at. Though the note 
of Prince Bismarck, extending the invitation, 
stated that any supposition that Germany 
would not feel satisfied with a neutral posi-

ABSOLUTE AUTONOMY. 

In arguing for the absolute autonomy of the 
islands, the Commissioners are directed to 
emphasize the fact that no r 
commercial interests should weigh to the ex- 
tent of warranting any assignment of author- 
ity orinfluence with the native government 
to any re — 2 atreaty power. The 
Commissioners are further Instructed not to 
admit, under any circumstances, the assump- 
tion so arrogantly made by Prince Bismarck 
that the representatives of the United States 
in Samoa have been in any way responeibie 

the deplorable condition of affairs there. 
lisa letter to Secretary Bayard, Prince Bis- 
marck said on this point: 

It is remarkable that on that remote realm 
of islands, where neither America nor Germany 

olitical interest to defend, we are 
exposed tothe continued ill-will of a series 

American representatives. Should my 
supposition be right, that those difficulties 
have their origin in the personal disposition 
of the American representatives in Apia and 
not in their instructions, I am convinced that 
the American Government will cause the 
necessary redress to take place.

The Condition of Affairsin Mexico—Develop- 


ing the Mineral Wealth—Land Improve- 


ments and Sales—Extension of the Fed- 
eral T ph System—Public Works— 
Financial Prosperity of the Ceuntry. 


Crry or MEXICO, April 6.—President Diaz, 
in his m to Congress gave information 
regarding various enterprises and public im- 
provements as follows: 

The mining industry continues in full de- 
velopment, and the good effect of the law of 
June 6, 1887, In regard to the concession of 
mining zones are visible in the number of 
contracts that have been made in accordance 
with its prescriptions. Their number is 
155, of which nine have been declared 
forfeited and four zones. covered dy as 
many forfeited contracts have been newly so- 
licited. Thé contracts nowin force promise 
an investment in miniug enterprises of more 
than $40,000,000 and the amount deposited in 
public debt securities, bonds of the Mortgage 
Bank in cash as a guarantee ofthe fulfilment 
ot those contracts is $280,000. It has been the 
aim of the Goverment to develop the produc- 
tive power of the nation. To attain this im- 
portant end it has directed its efforts to 
maintaining peace, increasing publie 
security, facilitating communications and 
and the acquisition of information in regard 
to the country and the giving to capital in- 
vested in native enterprises ali the 
guarantees and inducements in its power. It 
hopes that the participation ot Mexico in the 
coming Paris Exposition will contribute to the 
attainment of this end, and it has, therefore, 
taken pains to send thither a complete col- 
lection of such objects and products as will 
give an adequate idea of this country. 

THE VINE AND SILK WORM INDUSTRY. 

The cultivation of the vine and the breeding 
of the silk worm continue to occupy the at- 
tention of our industrial class. Day by day 
we may note the progress of these two in- 
dustries, which are destined at no distant day 
to exercise a remarkable influence on the 
productive power of Mexico. The executive 
is giving all the aid in its power to this move- 
ment. Noristhe dayfar off when our na- 


| tional establishment of pisciculture, whose ob- 


ject is to people our waters with new kinds of 
fish, will begin to show useful re- 
sults, Itis proper to mention in this connec- 
tion the important and gratuitous assistance 


with which a similar establishment in the 
United States has favored us. From Septem- 
ber up to the present more than 5,000,000 
hectares, of public land have been surveyed by 
companies duly authorized. Of these lands 
one-third has fallento the share of the sur- 
veying companies asa recompense for their 
work, andthe remainder has been added to 
the area available for colonization or sale ac- 
cording to the laws ruling these matters. 
THE PUBLIC LANDS. 

The operations effected in the sale of pub- 
lic lands, especially in some of the border 
States, have been fertile and happy results, 
tor large areas have thus been opened up 
which formerly were unproductive, the value 
of private property has been enhanced and 
the revenue of the States in question in- 
creased. ' 

The Vera Cruz harbor improvement works 
have continued without interruption, 1,170 
blocks’ of fourteen metres cubical contents 
having been submerged. These blocks will in 
process ef time form the foundation for the 
great breakwater which will protect the port 
on the northwest. 

RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 

The hydraulic works undertaken to protect 
the bank of tue Rio Bravo at Cildad Jaurez are 
on the eve of completion. Seven jetties, which 
protect an extent of more than five kilome- 
ters, have already been constructed. At Mat- 
amoras three jetties, with an aggregate length 
of 236 meters, have been constructed, which, 
in couuection with those already existing 
there, will protect thatcity from the serivus 
dangers that threaten it. 

‘' “PAE GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPH, 

Remarkable improvements are to be re- 
corded im the federal telegraph system. The 
section éonnecting Sinaloa with Chihuahua, 
via Culiocan and Parral, has been completed. 
The section from Vera Crus to Tacotalpam is 
in operation; that from Minatitlan to San Nic- 
olas is now terminated and only sixty-seven 
kilometers are lacking for the completion of 
the line from Vera Cruz to Minatitian. The 
section Connecting the States of Oaxaca and 
Guerrero was completed and opened to opera- 
tion on December 1, last. 

On the 19th of February last a cable with 
three wires was placed in the Grigliva River to 
take the place ofthe lines formerly existing 
on the banks. Without referring in detail to 
some other new sections that have deen buiit 
or to those lines on which a second or third 
wire has been placed, I may say that since 
September up to date the total length of these 
additions has been 1,428 kilometres. Thetotal 
length ot the Federal telegraph system in- 
cludes double and triple wires, and the lines 
temporarily transferred to the States is 22,000 
kilometres. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Department of Public Works and its 
subordinate officers have prepared a general 
map of the Republic, as well as nine special 
charte of the railways, — 8 lines, geo- 
logical, mining, etc., an oragronomical 
charts @¢xhibiting our chief agricultural pro- 
ducts. All of these, along with the topo- 
graphical charts prepared in other sections of 
the departmert, with a number of documents 
of various sources, are to go to the Paris Ex- 
position. 

FINANCES. 

In his’ genefa} resume of the finances the 
President savs that the revenues are increas- 
ing, the collections in the first half of the ctur- 
rent fiscal year being somewhat greater than 
in the corresponding period of the previous 
fiscal year. The importance of giving free 
scope to the operations of banking institutions 
is dwelt upon, and mention is made of a pro- 
ject under discussion for establishing an agri- 
cultural and industrial bank in the State of 
Puebla. The operations of liquidations and 
conversion of the interior debt are going on 
without interruption and with due regularity. 
As regardsthe loan contracted at Berlin, it 
seems probable, says the President, that the 
loaning house wili soon exercise its right of 
taking the £8,400,000 which remain, in order 
that the loan shall be entirely carried into ef- 
fect according to the respective contract. In 
view of this, suitable instructions have 
been given to the financial agent of 
the Republic in London for the complete 
amortization of the bonds of 1851 and of 1886, 
when ones the last option shall be accepted. 
Meantime, the interest on the interior and 
foreign debts has been met with strict punc- 
tuality on the day of maturity. The bonds of 
the Berlin loan are now quoted in Europe at 
084g per cent, which proves that the credit of 
the country is not decreasing abroad, but 
rather grows firmer and stronger. The 
expenses authorized by the budyet 
have been met regularly and with- 
out recourse to extraordinary means. 
In order to favor the producing classes and 
for reasons of equity, based on the fact that 
the stamp tax, be. ngarelatively modern im- 
post, gives opportunity, 2 the ignor- 
ance of those affected, or by mistaken inter- 
pretations of the provisions of tbe law, for 
violations meriting indulgence, the execu- 
tive, in the exercise of his powers, condoned 
the fines imposed up to Tth of March, this 
vear. To sum up, says the President in con- 
cluding this division of his message, the grad- 
val increase of the revenue, the reguiarity in 
paymentsand the confidence felt abroad in 
respect to the solvency ofthe Republic, con- 
stitute a financial situation which if it cannot 
be termed prosperous, differs very favorabl 
from that which during long years obstruct 
and paralyzed the well-being of the nation,

A HUMAN SKY-ROCKET. 


The Noveland Wonderful Invention of Mr. 
Edselle of Peru. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcnr. 

BuFFALo, N. I., April 15.—Manager Robin- 
gon of the International Exposition has se- 
cured a novel attraction, ahuman sky-rocket, 
the handicraft of Mr. Edselle of Callao, Peru, 
formerly of the United States Navy.

How to Handicap the Clubs. 


The plan of handicapping the weaker clubs 
in the American Association and the League 
is being favorably discussed in base ball 
circles. Something should be done to equal- 


ize playing strength. The suggestion, how- 
ever, thata certain number of games should 
be given to the tall end organizations is a bad 
one, as a minute’s consideration will 
show. William J. Fahey, a well 
known amateur base ball player, 
talking toa POST-DISPATCH reporter yester- 
Gay, emphasized this point. ‘‘To give the 
weaker clubs a bonus, so to speak, of a cer- 
tain number of games to begin with, the only 
scheme peepee isnot a good plan, said 
he. It will not accomplish what is desired. 
Suppose Louisville or Columbus is given fit- 
teon games over the Browns to start the 
season with, that will not make the Individual 
games any closer, nor will it add any interest 
tothem. The Browns always beat the tail- 
enders fifteen to twenty games,so that the 
result will still be a foregone conclusion. 
Again, nobody looks to the ultimate result. 
The closeness of each game and the rivalry 
thus developed is what patrons of the sport 
are after. Now, Iwas thinking of a scheme 
likethis: Take 

THE ASSOCIATION, 
for instance. The Browne, Brooklyns, Ath- 
letics and Cincinnatis are evenly matched. 
Put them at ‘scratch,’ as a sprinter would 
say. Letthem play even among themselves. 
But, when either of them meets, say Louis- 
ville, make the ‘‘scratch’’ club put out four 
Louisville players in each inning, 
while Louisville still puts out only 
three ot its opponents in the inning. 
Or when the Browns are playing in Colum- 
bus, for instance, let it be the rule that Co- 
lumbus shall have the right to return the 
players left on bases in one inning back to 
their places on the bases in the next inning, 
while the Browns and the other clubs in their 
class are debarred from this 8 Go- 
ing further, a combination of these two plans 
could be worked. In the case of a very weak 
club and a very strong one, the weak club 
might be allowed to return its men left on 
bases, as suggested above, and at the same 
time put out only three men each inning, to 
its opponent’s four. It would not do to 
change the strike rules, so as to give the bat- 
ters of the weak clubs more strikes, or more 
balls on the pitcher, because this would affect 
a most important record, the batting average. 
But these other plans are feasible, I think. 
Ot course my suggestions are inthe rougb, 
and would require a good deal of shaping. 
For instance, the handicapping of the clubs 
should be done by a committee, such asthe 
one that arranges the schedule, ete. 
This committee could consider the strength of 
the various clubs and arrange the handicaps, 
as is done in horse racing every year.’’ 

THESE SUGGESTIONS 
of Mr. Fahey are ln the line of all handicap- 
ping. In horse racing, for instance, there 
would be noracing whatever if all kinds of 
horses carried the same weight inthe same 
race. Horses, however, as everybody knows, 
are handicapped for age, for previous win- 
nings, etc. n sprinting, rowing and like 
sports the same artifice has always been re- 
sorted to to bring about even,close competition 
which is the life of all athletic exercises. 
Why should not the same apply to base ball? 
If the Browns arenow scheduled to play one 
of the tail enders, many a man who hears who 
isto play refuses to go out, because, as he 
says, ‘‘The Browns will make monkeys of 
those duffers.’’ To give those duffers’’ 
80 many games to ad d to their 
total at the end of season 
is of no avail, so far as single games are con- 
cerned. In fact this lead would probably make 
the play moreslovenly. But, with the handi- 
cap suggested, there would be no jug-handiea 
contests. Where the Browns or Atbietics had 
to put out four men to their opponents three, 
or to let men go back to the bases when they 
were left, the strong clubs would have to play 
more ball to win and to play all the time. 
Every patron before he went to a game 
would know under what conditions it 
was played, would know that a board of man- 
agers had made the clubs as even as they 
could be made, and would know that a fight 
to a finish was practically assured. This would 
make every game an exciting one, and would 
keep up the interest. The strong clubs could 
not do as they do now, jump in at the start, 
hopelessly run away from the weak opponent 
in afew innings, or in one inning, and then 
„float“ through the game. The suggestions 
ziven above are not put forward as 
* erfect solution of the trouble. 
The Post-DIsPaTCH submits them simply as 
suggestions which are worthy of the consid- 
eratior of base ball managers. They are only 
straws which may lead to a necessary reform. 
One thing is sure. Successful handicapping 
means more close games, more interest, more 
spectators and consequently more money for 
the managers.
